Wasuirctor, D. C., Jan. 18.—Tne Presi- 
Gent to-day transmitted to Congress all cor- 
respondence relating to Hawallan affairs 
since his last message. The message trans- 
mitting additional Hawali correspondence is 
as follows: 

To the Congress: 

I transmit herewith copies of all dis- 
patches from our Minister to Hawall relating 
in any way to political affairs in Hawai ex 
ceptsuch as have been heretofore trans- 
mitted to Congress. I also send 
copies of instructions sent on Jan. 
12, 1894, being the only instructions to him 
that have not been sent to Congress. In my 
former messages to Congress I withheld dis- 
patches No. 3, under Gate of Nov. 16, 1893, 
and also dispatch No. 70, under date 
of Oct. 8, 1898. Inasmuch as the 
contents of dispatch No. 3 are 
all referred toin the dispatches of more re- 
cent date, and inasmuch as there seems to 
be no longer reason for withholding it, the 
same is herewith submitted. Dispatch No. 70 
is still withheld for reasons that seem justi- 
fable and proper.

DOLE’s REPLY. 


He Declines to Aaccept the Terms Pro- 


posed by Clevelabd. 
President Dole’s reply to the United States 


Minister’s demund is as follows: 
HONOLULU, Dec. 23, 1893. 


Mr. Dole to Mr. Willis: 

Sin—Your Exceliency’s communication of Dec. 
19 announcing the conclusion which the President 
of the United States of America has finally arrived 
at respecting the application of this Goveroment for 
a treaty of political unlon with that country, and re- 
ferring also to the domestic affairs of these islands, 
has had the eonsideration of the Government. 

While it is with deep disappointment that we 


learn that the important proposition which we have 
submitted to the Government of the United States. 
end whieh was at first favorably considered by it. has 
atiength been rejected, we have experienced a 
sense of relief that we are now favored with the 
fret official information upon the subject that nas 
been received through a period of ever nine 
months 

While we accent the decision of the President of 
she United States declining furtherto consider the 
aunexation proposition as the fluai conclusion of the 
present Administratien, we donot feel inclined to 
regard itas the last word of the American Govern- 
Ment upon this subject; for the history of the 
mutual relations of the two countries, of Ameri- 
ean effortand influence ia Dullding up the Christian 
civilization which has so conspicuously aided is 
giving this country an nonorable place among iade- 
— 7 nations, the geographical position of these 

lands and the im portant, and to both countries 

refitabie reciprocal commercial interests which 

ave long existed, together with our weakness asa 
sovereign pation, all point with cenvincing force 
to practical union betweea the two countries, as the 
necessary logical result from the cireumstances 
mentioned. This conviction is emphasized 
by the favorable expression ef American 
statesmen for a long period in favor ef annexation, 
censpicuous among whomare the names: W. I. 
Marcy. Ww. H Seward, Hamilton Fish and James 
G. Blaine, all former Secretaries of State, and 
especially so, by the action of your last administra- 
tion in negotiating atreaty of annexation with this 
Government and senaing it to the Senate witha 
view of ite ratification.

President Dole here quotes the ex-Queen’s letter 
an has been heretofere published: lie then pro- 
ceeds: 

It any understanding had existed at that time 
between her and the Government to submit the 
question of ber restoration to the United States, 
some reference to some such understandiag would 
naturally have appeared in this letteras every rea- 
son would have existed for call- 
ing the attention of the Presidevt 
to that fact. and especially asshe then knew tha“ 
her attorney would be serieusiy delayed in reaching 
Washington. But thereis not a word frem which 
such an uederstudy can be predicted. The Govern- 
ment sent its commissioners to Washington fer the 
sole purpose of securing the contirmation of the 
recommendation by Minister Stevens of the new 
Government and to enter into negotiations for 
political union with the United States. 

The protest of the ex-Queen made on Jan. 17 is, 
equally with the letter, devoid of evidence of any 
mutual understanding fora submission of her claim 
to the throne tothe United States. It is evidently a 
protest against the alleged action of Minister Ste- 
vens as wellas the new Government and contains a 
notice of her appeal to the United States. The doc- 
ument was received exactly as it weuld have been 
received if it had gone through the mall. 

The indorsemeant of its receipt upon the paper was 
made ai the request of the individual who brougbtit. 
as avidence of its safe delivery. As to the ex- 
Queen's notice of ber appeal to the United States, 
it was a matter ofindiffereace to us. Such an appeal 
could not have been prevented, as the mail 
service was in operation as usual. 
That suchanetice and our receipt of it without 
comment should be madea foundation of a claim 
that woe have submitted our rigut to exist as a gov- 
ernment to the United Sates had neveroceurred to 
us Until suggested to ns by our Goveranent. 

Ihe protest of the ex-Queen, already . 
is here quoted, and Mr. Vole then proceeds. 

You may not beaware, butsuch is the tact, that 
atnotime until the resent action of the claim of 
the President of the United States of his right to in- 
terfere in the internal affairs of this country by 
you on Dec, 19, has this Government been offielally 
informed by the Untied States Government that 
any such course wascontemplated. And not untii 
the publication of Mr. Gresiuam’s letter to the 
President of the United States on the Hawaitan 
question had we any intimation ofsuchapolicy. The 
adherents of the ex-Qaeerm have indeed claimed, 
from time to time, that such was the case, but we 
have never been abie te attach more serious impor- 
taace to their rumors thaa effect, feciing sure in 
our present diplomatic operations in your country 
aud relying upos the friendship and fairness of a 
Governmeut whose dealings with us have ever 
shown full recegnition of our independence as a 
sovereign power without any teniency to take ad- 
vantage of the disparity of strength between the 
countries. 

If vourcontention that President Cleveland be- 
Heves that this Government: ana the ex-Queen have 
submitted their respective claims to the sovereiguty 
of the country, to the adjudication of the United 
States, is correct, then, may I ask, when and where 
has the President held this court of arbitration? 
This Goverament has had no notice of the sitting of 
sucha tribunal, and no opportenity of presenting 
evidence of its claims f Mr. Blount’s 
investigations were part of proceedings 
of such * court the Government dia 
not know it, and were never informed of 
it, indeed, as I have mentioned above, we never 
kmow until the publication of Seeretary Gresham's 
letter to resident Cleveland, a few weeks azo, that 
the Ameriean Executive had a policy of interfer- 
ence undercontemplatisn. Evenif we had known 
that Mr Blount was authoritatively acting as 
& commissioner to take evidence upon the 
question of the restoration ot the ex-Queen 
the methods adopted by him in meln his investi- 
gations were, submit unsuitable to such an ex- 
amination or any exemination upon which bemen 
interests were to be adjudicateu. 

Ae Iam reliably informed he selected his wit- 
nesses and examined them in secret, frequently us- 
ine leading questions, giving no opportunity for 
cross-examination and often not permitting 
the expianations by witnesses themselves as they 
desired to make as evidence which he had drawn 
from them. It is hardly necessary for me to suggest 
that under such a mode some witnesses would be al- 
most helpless in the haads of an astute lawyer and 
might be drawn into saying things which would be 
only half truthe, and, standing alone, would be imis- 
leading or even false in effeet. Is it likely 
that an investigation conducted in this manner could 
result in a talr, full and truthful statement of the 


case in point.

The Minister Advised That Congress 
Will settle the Question. 


The last instructions to Minister Willis re- 
ferred to in the President's letter of trans- 
mittal as the only instructions not sent to 


Congress are dated yesterday. 
They were sent under cover of a telegram 
to W. A. Cooper, the dispatcn agent at San 
Francisco, instructing him to forward the 
following telegram to Mr. Willis by the 
steamer Mariposa to-morrow (to-day): 
JAN. 12, 1894. 

To Willis, Minister, Honolulu 

Your numbers 14to 18, inclusive, show that you 
have rightly comprehended the scope of your in- 
structions, and have as far as was in your power dis- 
charged the onerous task confided in you. The 
President sincerely regrets that the Provisional 
Government refuses to acquiesce in ihe 
eonclusion which his sense of rignt 
and duty and a due regard for our national honor 
constrained him to reach and submit asa measure 
of justice to the people of the Hawaiian Isla nis and 
their deposed sovereign. While it is true that the 
Provisional Government was created to exist only 
until the islands were annexed to the United States, 
that the Queen Snel but reluctantly surrendered 
to an armed force of this Government iliegally quar- 
tered in trionoluin, and representatives ot the Pro- 
visional Government (whieh realized its impotenee 
and was enpxious to get control of the Qeeen’s

The revenue cutter Corwin is under sailing orders 
and will leave here in a fer minutes for San Fran- 
cisco. The captain has been instructed to siow up, 
if necessary, aud enter the harbor of San Franciseo 
at night, and to deliver in person the dispatches 
numbered 14, 15. 16, 17. 18 aud 19 to our dispatch 
agent at that place. 

The object of this is to enable the President to 
receive these official communications before any 
intimation of their character can be telegraped. 

I will on ‘Tuesday acknowledge the receipt 
of the answer of the Provisional Government. 
notifyia it that the President of the 
United States will be informed thereof, and that no 
farther steps will be taken by me untill shall have 
heard from him. I shall deliver a similar commual- 
cation cothe Queen. 

The very great exeltement prevailing here and the 
peculiar condition surreunding this people, prompt 
the above course, which, I trust, will meet the ap- 
probation of the President and of yourself. 

I think it proper to acknewiedge in this public 
way the efficient services rendered to the Guvern- 
ment of the United States by our Consul-Generai, 
Mr, Millis, since my arrival at this place.

Sec. 2. Upon the filing of acertificate by the Mayor, 
President of the Board of Public Improvements and 
Park Commissioaer with the city register that 
325.000 have been expended by saic Samuel J, 
Niccolls, Henry ©. Haarstick and Thomas O’ Reilly 
in the construetion of said iake, the obligation of 
the Lindell Kailway Co., as set forth aad defined in 
section five (5) of ordinance number fifteen thous- 
and. four hundred and forty-five (15,445), shall be 
considered fully performed and discharged, and 
said company shall be released from ali further lia- 
bility thereunder. 

sec. 3. Toe, Superintendent in charge of the 
prosecoutien ofthe work, as contemplated in sec- 
tion one (1) hereof, shall issue and deliver a war- 
rant, payable, by its terms, te bearer, to each ia- 
borer for the daily labordene by him; and the war- 
rant, so issued, when paid by the said Samuel J. 
Niccolis, Henry C. Haarstick and Thomas O'Kellly, 
shall, for the purposes ef this ordinanee, be con- 
clusive evidence ef the mount of money expended 
for such labor. 

The factthat there are sO many persons out of 
employment iu the city of St. Louis, who will be 
given employment ia the prosecation of said work, 
creates an emergency. and this ordinance shail, 
therefore, take effeet from aad after date of ap- 
proval thereof.

No Trouble in the Islands When 
the Peking Salled Jan. 5.

NEW POLITICAL FORCE COMING TO 
THE SURFACE AT HONOLULU.

The Radical Wing cf the Revolutionists 
Displeased With the Conservative 
Course of the Provisional Government 
—A Test of Strencth May Soon Be 
Made—Position of the Royalists—The 
Australia Sighted. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 13.—The steamer 
City of Peking arrived here at 11 a. m. to- 
day from Honolulu, bringing the following 
Hawallan advices:

HonoLutv, Hawall, Jan. 5.—The United 
States cutter Corwin took the last official ad- 
vices, By the Warrimoo the demand 
of Minister Willis on the Provisional 
Government was forwarded to the press. 
Since then the Government has decided that 
itwas better to publish the reply of the 
Hawallan Government. Although at first 
refused to the press officials it is now avail- 
able, Every influence was brought ‘to bear 
on President Dole to have the reply pub- 
lished sooner, but he refused and until the 
present nothing has leaked out. 

Perhaps next in importance to the demand 
and reply, which have passed between the 
Provisional andthe United States Govern- 
ments, is the new political force repre- 
sented by the American League 
and the executive committee 
of the Annexation Club. The growing 
strength of the Radical party, which is now 
able to claim at least two-thirds of the 
American vote in Hawall, is directed toward 
a larger representation in the Government 
than was secured by it when the Provisional 
authority was first established. 

It having been announced that Vice-Presi- 
dent Hatch would resign from the Advisory 
Council to accept the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, a movement at once degun to pu 
Walter G. Smith, Radical leader of the 
American movement, in Hawall into the 


vacancy. 

Resolutions to that end were passed by 
both the American League and the Executive 
Committee of the Annexation Club. In both 
instances these votes were unanimous, 

In the Advisory Council, however, some 
opposition was shown. Heretofore this body 
has been self-electing and self-perpetuating 
and has quietly refused the demands made 
by the radical element. The Radicals assert 
that’ the council has been conserva 
tive to a degree that endangers the 
future of popular government in Hawali 
andexpect their present movement to bea 
protest against the further encroachmentsof 
corporations against the popular Govern- 
ment here. The position taken by tue Con- 
servative element has served to 

the Radical party, and it 

unlikely that unless the 

backers of Mr. Smith are placated serious 
political differences will arise between the 
present government andthe Americans who 
are the support of the movement for closer 
commercial relations with the United States. 

It is believed that the present differences 
may leadtoa new distribution of places in 
the legislative branch of the Government at 
the hands of the men who created the pres- 
ent Government. The present differences 
have taken the form of a test of strength be- 
tween the new political forces which have 
arisen in Hawall since the demand of Minis- 
ter Willis for the Provisional Government to 
step down and out. 

As put by the radicals it seems tobe a 
question whether the corporations repres- 
enting the sugar plantations shall rule the 
country or whether the Government shall be 
carried out by a majority of the loyal citi- 
zens of Hawall. No real crisis has yet arisen 
and should such arise it will probably be 
averted by a vacancy being created in ths 
councils which will be filled Dy a popular 
representative of the people. 

nan interview held with Minister Thurs- 
ton yesterday he sad.

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Fall Details of the Disaster Received at 
Capetown From Buluwayo. 


GAPT. WILSON AND HIS MEN FOUGHT TO 
TH LAST. 


Story of Conquered Natives Who Wit- 
messed the Terrible Slaughter—Crafty 
King Lobencu'a Received the British 
Te achment in a Well-Planned Trap— 
Ccmpletely Surrounded and Cut to 
Pieces—Bodies Horribly Mutilated. 


CAPE Town, South Africa, Jan. 18.— An 
doubt ot the destruction of Capt. Wilson’s 
party by the Matadeles has been dissipated. 
Details of the massacre were received here 
to-day. The news from Buluwayo shows 
that Capt. Wilson and his men made a hard 
fight, and died gallantly, fighting to the 
last. 

According to Buluwayo advices some na- 
tives who arrived there in order to surrender 
their arms and make terms with the British 
commander admit that they were present 
when the Wilson detachment was destroyed. 

These natives sey that Capt. Wilson, who 
was in pursuit of King Logenbula, suddenly 
Fame upon a strong detachment of Mata- 
beles, headed by the King himself. The 
latter was able to mount a horse and y be- 
fore the British advance, But when the in- 
formation was conveyed to the King that the 
Wilson party was few in number, some re- 
ports placing the detachment as only forty 
Iiritish troopers and too or so auxiliaries, the 
King managed to get the Matabeles to make a 
stand and prepare totake the small British 
force in a trap. Instructing the center of his 
force to continue retreating before the 
British troopers, who were pressing their 
horses onward through the Matabele ranks, 
in the hope of capturing tne King, the right 
and left fanks of the Matabele impis were in- 
structed to deploy to the right and to the 
left and to gradually converge inward so as 
to take the Dritish forces on both flanks and 
in the rear. N 
Ihe British troopers, under the impression 
that the Matabele power was entirely 
| broken, pressed onward after the King, 
keeping up a running fire upon the retreat- 
ing Matabeles, which attracted the attention 
of Capt. Wilson from the maneuver which 
the King had planned. 

Inthe meantime the mounted portion of 
Capt. Wilson's force had become separated 
from the native auxiliaries, who were on 
foot, and formed the rear guard of the small 
force. 

When King Lobengula saw that the British 
were surrounded on three sides, he made a 
stand on some high ground, and at the same 
time the Matabeles on the fianks bégan mov 
inginwards andthe fate of the mpi de. 
tachment was sealed. 

When It was too late Capt. Wilson saw the 
trap into which he had fallen owing to his 
Oove:confidence and to the impulsive desire 
ofthe troopersto capture King Lobengula. 
Hurriedly having the halt sounded, Capt. 
Wilson gathered his men together and pre- 
pared to retreat upon the dismounted por- 
tion of his command, in the hope of being 
able to make a stand against the enemy; or, 
failing in this, to sell their lives as dearly as 
possible. 

It was too late to avert complete defeat, 
and the fire of the Matabeles soon became so 
galling that the British force was compeiled 
to bolt, as their horses were being shot under 
them and nothing but death or surrender 
was before them. 

Then begana gallant feht to the death. 
From behind their dead horses the British 
troopers keptupacontinual fire from their 
carbines upon the steadily advancing Mata- 
belies, and when the carbines were no longer 
ofuse, owing to the proximity of the savage 
enemy, they drew their revolvers and 
Awaited the lastrushof the natives. It was 
not long delayed. and then followed a brief 
hand-to-hand confitct, during which sword 
and revolver met assegail and club, only to 
be swept down beneath the onward rush of 
overwhelming numbers. Thus, beneath a 


shower of assegais, the troopers, fighting 
gallantly tothe last and firing even when 
upon their knees and dying, met death. 

uring the latter part of the stand made by 
the 2 against the Matabeles not a man 
of the British force was unwounded and 
some of them had received at least a dozen 
wounds. 

Atter all resistance had been overcome the 
triumphant natives stripped the troopers of 
every shred of clothing and mutilated the 
bodies in a horrible manner. 

fome natives who have just arrived at Fort 
Tull report meeting a number of other 
natives carrying carbines and revolvers 
which had belonged to Capt. Wilson's party, 
and from the same fort came additional de- 
talls of the massacre of the British troopers. 
Capt. Wilson’s force, outside of the few 
natives, is now said to have numbered oniy 
thirty-four British troopers, and the number 
of natives which surroundered them vari- 
pusiy estimated at from 1,000 to 4,000. f 

The Wilson party included Capts. Fits- 
gerald, Judd, Greenfield, Kirtonand Barrow 
and Lieuts. Hush and Hotfmeyer.

Ina morning paper the negro Williams 
makes a statement to the effect that he 
worked on the steamer Benton ana left then 
to work at Porter Leonard’s Uvery stable in 
May and worked there until August. In the 
interview with the PostT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent at Jefferson City to-day Williams 
says he was working on the steamer Benton 
at the time ofthe McColloch murder. WII 
iams’ two statements alsagree upon the vital 
point, that is, his whereabouts on the night 
of May 20. Willams, according to the infor- 
mation obtainable, quit Porter Leonard’s 
stabie about May 18 or 20. The stable is now 
owned bya man named Fisher who bought 
it on June 2. Fisher bought it from a 
man named Klein who bought it from 
Leonard about five or six weeks before. The 
day that Leonard sold the stable to Klein 
Williams quit. But one employe who was 
with Leonard at the time he sold out is now 
inthe service of Mr. Fisher, This employe 
states that Charley Williams worked there 
a bout a month Dbetore Leonard sold out and 
quit the day he got his pay from Leonard 
afterthe sale to Klein had been effected. 
Williams, according to the statement of the 
boy who works for Mr. Fisher, was a very 
black negro answering the description of the 
negro in the penitentiary. The ooy, how- 
ever, fails to remember ascar. Williams 
lived in an alley between Eleventh and 
Twelfth, Morganand Franklin avenues. In 
the alley nobody remembers Williams or the 
woman named Blanche w whom heclaims 
to have lived. If Williams quit Leonard the 
day he sold out, he must have quit between 
one and two weeks before the 28th aay of 
May, which would bring it about the time of 
the murder at Ferguson. He has not been 
seen since he quit.

Cua- 
more, who represent the district 
In which the Franklin School is 
located, but who is not a member of the 
Buliding Committee, were directed to investi- 
gate, and lastevening Mr. Berg announced, 
with the concurrence of Mr. Cudmore, 
that Mr. Flauerty should let 
out. Thereupon Mr. Jacob Ulrich made 
a double-barreled motion, which was sec- 
onded by Mr. Elmer E. Lacey, that Flaherty’s 
resignation be accepted and that Philip 
Walters be appointed to the vacan Mr. 
Grawe promptly mentioned James I. Barnes, 
and sang his praises until Mr. Lacey re- 
minded him that he was not a member of the 
Building Committee and that Directors 
should attend to their own com- 
mittee business.

WILL BE BROUGHT BACK, 


Prisoners Moore and Kemmads to Be Re- 
turned to Jail From J-ffsrson City. 


This morning Deputy Sherif?’ Tom Skid- 
more left for Jefferson City with three pris- 
oners sentenced tothe penitentiary and will 
return thisevening with Frank Moore and 
Louls Kemmade, the former a noted crook 
and the latter the slayer of Cora Thompson, 
sentenced respectively to life imprisonment 
and twenty years in the penitentiary. 


The authority on which Kemmade and 
Moore are being returned from the pent- 
tentiary, whither they were brought last 
Saturday night, was granted by the 
State Supreme Court on the ap 
plication of their counsel, Charlies 
. Noland, who asked for a supersedeas 
setting aside execution of the committment 
ponenne the argument on a motion fora new 
trial. 

Tuts application was made dy Attorney 
Noland to Judge Edmunds ot the Criminal 
Court, butthe motion was overruled. At- 
torney Noland announced his intention to 
appeal to the Supreme Court for a supesedeas 
and he did so. In the meantime he 
claims that he made a request to Sheriff 
Staed to hold the prisoners in jail here, pend 
ing the action ofthe Supreme Court. 

The application fora supersedeas came up 
last Saturday at Jefferson City and the court 
granted the same. Before any official notice 
of the eourt’s decision, however, reached 
the Sheriff or any of the Criminal Court 
ofmficiais at the Four Courts, Judge Edmunds 
had issued the commitments, ordering the 
Sheriff to deliver Moore and Kemmade tothe 
Warden of the penitentiary to serve out their 
respective sentences. On last Saturday night, 
the same day the Supreme Court had acted, 
Deputy Sheriff Skidmore left for Jeffer- 
son City with Kemmade and Moore 
in custody. When leaving the jail Moore 
remarked that he would be homeagainina 
day or so, as the Supreme Court had granted 
the supersedeas, stopping the commitment. 

There was a little talk of some Four Courts 
officials being Drought up for contempt of the 
supreme Court, dut Judge Edmunds 
in issuing the commitments had 
waited until the last day of the 
time granted the defendants, and Deputy 
Snerif?’ Kickham had acted without any 
knowledge whatever of the action of the 
supreme Court. Mr. Kickham said that the 
prisoner would not have been sent tothe peni- 
tentiary had there been any reliable informa- 
tion furnished him showing that a superse- 
dias had been granted them, and, he also 
stated that if Sheriff Staed was asked to hold 
the prisoners here, he had not requested the 
Four Courts deputies to do so.

GEORGE ROONEY, NOW IN THE PER, 
TELLS A PAL HOW TO FIND IT. 


A Gang Arrested Yesterday With Peou- 
lar Papers and Maps-—Plats of Two 
Houses in St. Clair Co-, Mo., Among 
Them—Rooney Was Sent to the Peni- 
tentiary for Stealing the Money—An 
Important Capture. 


Detectives Cavan and Sullivan and Officer 
Hurst of the Fourth District arrested five 
sus pielous characters yesterday afternoon. 
It turns out to be a very important capture. 
On one ofthe men arrested, whose name is 
Jack Powers, alias Wilson, who 
has been recenly released from the 
penitentiary, three pieces of paper were 
found, with drawings dnd directions. 
Powers statea that the papers had been 
given him bya convict in the penitentiary 
named George Rooney, who is serving a five- 
year term for burglary and larceny. One 
of the papers describes where $100 
is sald to be buried, and 


the other two papers are plats of two 
houses near Robertsville, on the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Colorado Railroad in St. Clair 
County, Mo., and directions of how to find 


the houses, 

The paper describing where the the money 

is said to be buried reads as follows: 
THE BURIED MONEY. 

DEAR FRIEND—Having lost the other answer to 
your uote lserad you this. The money is buried 
twenty feet west of the first telegraph pole west of 
the bridge on the Meramec Riveer on the ‘Frisco 
read between Catawissa and Vacific (read careful- 
ly); twenty feet west of the first tclegraph pole west 
of the bridge and seven feet from the track like this. 

Here follows a sketch of the Meramec River 
bridge andthe Frisco Rallroad track with 
the telegraph poles adjacentand the point 
where the money is said to be buried. Marked 
at the bottom there is a foot note reading: 

George can tell you about the trains and all, Det- 
terthanicas. Let him see this. Your friend, 

5 WX. BULL. 

On the left-hand lower corner of the paper 
the following is written sideways: 

Twoand one-half feet dee in an oyster can 
wrapped in paper, extra $2 bill is there but itis 
counterfeits, 

POWERS’ STATEMENT. 

Powers stated that it was Rooney who had 
written the note and signed the name of 
Bull, Rooney, Powers stated, was sent up 
from Pacific, Mo., for burglary, dut had 


buried ths $100 before he was 
caught. He told Powers to dig up 
the money and bu him some fruit 
and other articles and keep the rest. The 
Roberts and Hill houses, Rooney said, were 
good houses to ‘‘crack.’’ Both are rich 
farmers. The village of Robertsville is 
called after Roberts. Hill lives a mile and a 
half from Roberts’ house. Powers stated 
that he and the others who were 
arrested with him were going out to 
rob the houses. Ho had visited the place 
where the money was sald to be buriea, but 
had forgotten to take the plat with,him and 
could not find the place. The ga had in- 
tended going out again and search for the 
money. 

The parties who were arrested with Pow- 
ers are Edward RKRyneair, Frank Ryneatr, 
Clinton Green and Joseph Hickey. All are 
quite young, ranging from 16 to 19 years of 
age. Powersis 23 years old. Powers stated 
that he took the others in with him. The Ry- 
neirs are from Cincinnati. 

The detectives found the gang at Twenty- 
first and Benton streets about 8 o’clock in the 
afternéon and placed them all under arrest 
with the ald of Officer Hurst. The officers 
say they are going out there to try to nud the 
buried money.

The scene atthe jail yesterday was ac- 
curately described as disgraceful. The 
hanging of Welsor was turned into a 
ghastly entertainment for the delectation 
of a mob of morbid curiosity seekers. 
The jail doors were besieged bya dis- 
orderly gang who were wedged into such a 


compact mass that the police could not 
clear the corridor and the officials and 


press representatives were compelled to 
The jail yard was 


packed with spectators whose eager 


scrambling and rude noise divested the 
execution of the law in its highest majesty 
of due solemnity. 


The infliction of the death penalty is 


the most awful exercise of the legal power 
of the State. 


Itisa brutal task at best, 
bat its brutality is greatly increased when 
the execution is witnessed by a jeering, 
jesting throng of sightseers, struggling to 
satisfy a morbid desire to view a fellow- 
mortal in the horror and agony of violent 
death. It is disgusting. It degrades the 
law and shames humanity. It feeds mor- 
bidity and nourishes contempt for author- 
ity and legal punishment. 
The spirit of law enforcement is violated 
by this turning of the hangman intoa pub- 
lic entertainer and his function into a hol- 
iday spectacle for the friends of officials.

THE BEST OF ALL. 

The objections to the income tax are that 
it is a war tax, an inquisitorial tax and 
an incentive to perjury. 

Concerning the first of the objections it 
may be said that the tariff duties levied at 
the Custom-house by the McKinley bill 
are barely enough to meet a war charge of 
$165,000,000 a year, contracted thirty years 
after the war closed. Besides, while the 
Government gets not more than 5190, 000, 
000 out of the McKinley war tax, certain 
favored individuals are enabled by it to 
collect not less than $500,000,000 from the 
people every year. As between the two 
the income tax is certainly the superior, 
because it cannot be used as a means of ex- 
tortion by a class against the mass. 

It must be admitted that it is inquisitorial 
like most other taxes. But the merit of it 
is that it is less so than most of them. For 
instance, it is less inquisitorial to puta 
few business-like questions to a business 
man concerning his share in the pecuniary 
benefits of good governmentin which all 
are interested than to open his wife’s 
trunks and turn her wardrobe upside 
down at the Custom-house in the confident 
belief that she has lied about their con- 
tents. And it is less inquisitorial than 
the internal tax on whisky, which can be 
collected only by keeping a detachment of 
sworn officials at every distillery to watch 
the manufacturer at every step of the 
process and see that he doesn’t swindle 
the Government. 

It isan incentive to perjury just as the 
indirect customsand internal taxes are— 
with a difference. The man who is forced 
to pay an outrageous tax at the Custom- 
house and the distiller who is watched day 
and night by a shy, often think that the 
Government is taking an unwarrantable 
liberty with their privete affairs and in-

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Incoms Fax in Creat Britain. 
From THE NEW YORK WORLD. 

Anincome tax was established in Great 
Britain in 1798. The first tax fell upon in- 
comes in proportion to their amounts, but 
this was change by the second act, passed 
in 1799, and thereafter the tax fell upon the 
entire income, £60 being exempt, and re. 
duced rates being charged on incomes rang 
ing from £60 to £200. 

The tax was repealed in 1816, but revived 
in 1842 by Sir Robert Peel to meet a deficiency 
and to enable the Government to make some 
needed reforms. Ihe situation in Great 
Britain then was not unlike that which now 
confronts this country, but Sir Robert Peel’s 
proposal to provide the Government with 
funds by an income tax was not met by the 
intimation that its revivers were Com- 
munists, as the like proposition is received 
here by persons Who care more for escaping 
taxation than forthe justice or fairness of 
the tax, and who are opposed to “class 
legislation“! except such as discriminates 
against the poor. 

For more than fifty years this tax fas been 
levied without serious Opposition from the 
people. In 1874 Mr. Gladstone thought 
that the Government could get on 
without it, but the Commons did 
not urge its repeal and the matter was 
drop In the same year the Government 
was changed aud Sir Stafford Northcote re- 
duced the rate to twopence in tke pound. 
One great virtue ef thé tax is that the rate 
may be varied with the needs of the Govern- 
ment without disturbing business. Since 1876 
it was advanced to sevenpence, which is the 
rate for this year. In 1881 and in 1888 it was 
down to one penny. 

In 1876 the exemptions were increased. 
This was also the work of Sir Stafford North. 
cote, who, being a Conservative Snancier, 
may be assumed to have faithfully repre- 
sented the large property interests whose

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The yield of the tax in 1893 was £12,853,016, 


or more than $69,000,000.

The following London cablegram is clipped 
from yesterday’s Post-Drspatcn: 

**Reforring to Hawall, the Post says that it 
would be difficult to find in the annals of the 


Middle Ages a more scandalous record of in- 
trigue than in the history of the Republic in 
dealings with this Pacific community.’’ 

Tne reader of history does not have to go 
back to the Middle Ages for instances 
of scandalous violation of the laws 
of nations, In an article on the Law of 
Nations“ published in the Democratic Review, 
July. 1847, these lines occur: 

The conduct of Great Britain in the long 
wars of the French revolution, was of more 
injury to International law than that 
of all other nations because hers was the 
constitutional government and that in which 
the soundest public opinion was supposed to 
Sustain the maximsof pubhliclaw. Yet we 
find her always insolent, illegal and unjust. 
She trampled under foot law and morality 
and committed numberless crimes of violence 
and treachery. She alone boastingof her 
inviolate faith, was the first to set 
her engagements at naught. Her reten- 
tion of Malta in violation of the treat 
of Amiens, after the terms of the treaty ha 
been fulfilled on the part of France, on the 
silly pretense that another war was inevita- 
ble from the course of events, was unmatched 
in fraud The robhberv of spain while at 
peace with her, by sending instructions to 
Lord Nelson to dispatch two frigates to cruise 
off Cadiz and seize the homeward bound 
treasure ships, which was done, 
and 10. 000, 000 silver dollars seized, 
wasa strong commentary on international 
law, as practiced by England. War, of 
course, followed this robbery. The Spanish 
manifesto truly stated, The English Gov- 
ernment manifested its secretand perverse 
aims by the abominable capture of four 
Spanish frigates, navigating in a state of 
profound peace, at the very moment when 
the English vessels were enjoying the 
full rights of hospitality in the 
harbors of Spain.’’ The English made 
every nitempt at explanation and 
The unadul- 
terated thievery ofthe transaction is appar- 
ont in the instructions to Nelson: ‘*You are 
not to detain any homeward bound ship of 
war unless she shall have treasure on 
board.“ Even Enyglanda’s aristocratic 
historian blushes over the base crime and 
states: „Better that all the dollars 
and ten times their quantity were paid, 
so that it could wash away the stain 
which had been brought upon our arms.“ 

From these facts it is evident that the 
standard ofinternational murality is sum 
clently low in England. 

The bombastic language of the London edl- 
tor is not only untruthful but. ridicuious, in 
view of these recent events in English his- 
tory.

The directors have been 
endeavoring to secure a successor to Rolla 
Wells for the last two months, and 
their failure to settle the matter before the 
first ofthe new year will not havea denen 
cial influence on the next spring and summer 
running meetingat the Fair Grounds. All 
the rest of the Western circuit tracks, in- 
cluding Washington Park, Hawthorne, La- 
tonia, Louisville, Lexington, Nashville, 
Memphis and Little Rock have announced 
thelr stake schedule for the coming season, 
and in many cases entries closed Jan. 1. 
Owners of first-class horses are not 
accustomed to waiting the convenience 
of the jockey clubs, and as a rule the frst 
club out with a desirable programme secures 
their nominations, Stake entry fees amount 
to considerable, and out West here, where 
go many clashes occur, only the few rich 
owners can afford to indulge in the luxury of 
entering everywhere, as this necessitates the 
payment of big forfeit money. The practical 
turfmen, and they usually always have de- 
sirable horses, arrange their scheduleg for 
the season as soon as they secure good pro 
grammes. When a clash occurs, they race 
This 
class of owners do not enter at both points 
and then pay big forfelt money. 

Last season St. Louls, Latonia and Haw- 
thorne clashed and ali three tracks came out 
with their programmes about the same time. 
The contest between the trio for good horses 
resulted in an even break. 

This year St. Louis will clash with Latonia 
and Hawthorne again, but the outlook for 
the coming Fair Grounds meeting is not as 
rosy as it was last year. The Hawthorne 
programme, announced over a month ago, 
closed Jan. 1, with every stake well filled, 
while the Latonia card was sent out several 
weeksago. The Latonia Derby will be worth 
$10,000 this year, which is almost double the 
value ofthe richest Fair Grounds event last 
year. St. Louls should get up a stake to beat 


it,and should make its purses and stakes 
large enough to make it an inducement for 
owners to race here.

THE ATCHISON RECEIVERSHIP. 


Rumors to Set It Aside Denied! by Local 
Officials—Raltilroad Notes. 

Somewhat of a sensation was created in 
railroad circles this morning by a rumor 
which had gained general circulation before 
11 o’clock to the effect that Maj. H. L. Mor- 
rill, General Manager of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Rallroad Co., had gone to New 
York forthe purpose of having the Receiver - 
ship of the Atchison System dissolved so far 


asthe ’Frisco road was concerned. Rumor 
also announced that General Superintendent 
Wentworth of the Frisco in company 
with attorneys passed Springfield, Mo., last 
evening en route to New York to assist Maj. 
Morrill in his work. 

A Post-DIsPpaTCn reporter called on Gen- 
eral Attorney E. D. Kenna ofthe Frisco this 
morning and asked him to confirmor deny 
the rumor. Without hesitation Mr. Kenna 
said: ‘‘I heard of that rumor early this 
morning and I will simply state that it 1s all 
rot. Maj. Morrill is in New 
York, but is there conferring with the 
Receivers, but noton anysuch business as 
the rumor circulated this morning refers to. 
He will return to headquarters Monday 
morning when he will deny in moreemphatic 
terms than I. the rumor that has been circu- 
lated. Another thinglwishto deny. Ast. 
Louls paper printed the other day that the 
Atchison system had been reorganized. This 
could not be done until the system passed out 
of the hands of the receivers. The 
bondholders of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe, and of the St. Louls & 
San Francisco have appointed committees to 
look after their interests. These committees, 
however, have no jurisdiction over any of 
the officials and will merely confer with the 
receivers of the road. 

General Superintendent J. R. Wentworth 
returned to headquarters this morning. He 
states that he has been on his regular lines 
of Inspection of the ’Frisco property and had 
no idea of going to New York,stating that his 
business was in St. Louls and notin New 
York. He also denied that Maj. Morrill was 
in New York for the purpose of having the 
receivership of the Atchison dissolved.

Employs the Recent Gubernatorial Elec- 
tion in Ohio to Point a Moral-—The 
Tarift for Revenue and the McKinley 
Bill the Sole Issues—Challengss the 
Opposition’s Sanity. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Grosvenor (Rep.) of Ohio took up 
the tariff debate for the Republicans. 

GROSVENOR’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Grosvenor said that in time of profound 
peace the Democratic party found itself un- 
able to carry onthe Government. It was not 
possible, as appears from the reports, to im- 
prove the rivers and harbors of the country; 
tobuiid any additional ships; to promote or 
improve the postal service; to build any pub- 
lic bulidings for the accommodation of the 
people or the public at large, or to in 
any way support and maintain the 
dignity of the country. Pensions are 
now to de suspended and reduced 
for lack of the financial ability of the Govern- 
ment. Theexpense of the courts and jury 
were to be curtalled, and in every way the 
United States was to be disgraced and de- 
graded inthe estimation of its own people 
and the people of foreign countries. The 
Secretary ofthe Treasury admitted that un- 
der the existing laws there is a treasury Dal- 
ance onthe wrong side of the ledger of at 
least $5,000,000 per month, and now the Dem- 
ocratic party brought in a revenue bill pro- 
posing to plie the Pelion of a reduction of 
revenues of $75,000.000 upon the Ossa of 
treasury deficit of $60,000,000, and ultimately 
to pile Pelion and Ossa on the Olympus of 
party fealty ; but how to raise this $135,000,000 
no wan intimates, notwo agree. 

Hecould understand how a man might be 
a free-trader and an absolute free trader, 
like the unique and versatile gentleman from 
Obnio (Mr. Johnson), and he could under- 
stand howaman might be strictly in favor 
of a tariff for revenue only; but how any 
sane man could be in favor ofa bill to de- 
crease the revenues $75,000,000 was beyond 
his comprehension. 

Democrats defended the Dillintwo ways. 
First, they say it was voted for in 1892, for- 
getting that the same people in 1893, by an 
overwhelming majority, repudiatea the 
whole argument of the Democratic party 
and voted by larger majorities upon the 
same issues against the Democratic party. 
He pointed out that in the recent election in 
the State of Ohio the Issue of tariff for reve- 
nue onthe one hand and the McKinley Dill 
on the other were the sole issues of impor- 
tance in that great battle; and the author of 
the McKinley bill was triumphantly elected 
Governor of Ohio over the author of the 
Democratic platform at Chicago bya ma- 
jority of 81,000. 

The second defense of the Democratic party 
was that these hard times are not caused Dy 
the threat ofthe Democratic party. In re- 
ply he pl a’vivid description cf the dis- 
tress of the country, claiming that never in 
all the history of the country were there 80 
many failures as during the lastyear. If 
these calamities were caused by Republican 
legislation, why did they not happen before 
1893? He closed his speech by a strong eulogy 
of the McKinley law. lie declared that tit 
was the wisest lawthe witof man had ever 
devised for the collection of revenue; that 
the name and fame of the author and the 
great party that enacted it into law would 
survive when tariff tinkering by personal 
doctrinaires should cease to be a profitable 
political employment.

HIS BROTHER IDENTIFIES TRE HA?

The Night Watchman at James Hardy’s 
Livery Stable Heard Cries of “Oh, 
Don’t Murder Mel Coming From the 
Lot Where the Evidences of the Crime 
Were Discovered—smith Said to Have 
Won $5,000 in a Lottery and Was one 
Protracted Spree. 


The police are investigating a Very mys- 
terlous murder. At 12:30 u’clock last night 
a police officer found clots of blood on 
the south side of Morgan street, 10) 
feet east of Taylor avenue. He followed the 
trail toa vacant lot, where he found a hat 
with a hole in it and with 
bloody hairs clinging to it, 
Near by were wagon tracks which indicated 
that the murdered owner of the bat 
had deen thrown in a wagon 
and carted westward. A Iittle before 
the hour when the discovery was made the 
night watchman at James Hardy“ 
livery stable on Delmar ave: 
nue west of Taylor avenue, 
heard the cry from the lot where the hat was 
discovered, ‘‘Oh! don't murder me“ He 
could not leave his post, however, 
This morning a contractor named Christy 
Smith, living at 4350 Kennorly avenue, iden- 
tifed the hat as that ot nie 
drother Michael, who resided nex? 
door to him. Michael won $5,000 in the lot - 
tery two weeks ago, and has deen 
on a prolonged spree for seve 
eral days. Mr. Smith thought 
that bis brother had been murdered for his 
money. Drs. A. F. Barnes, Jr., and Given 
Campbell analyzed the biood to-day and said 
that it was human gore. 


HEARD A CRY AND A WAGON, 

Besides the cry heard by John Kane, the 
night watchman at Hardy’s stable, Dr. Mat- 
thews sald that a patient at the Baptist 
Sanitarium, on Taylor and Franklin 


averues, told him thig morning that 
hehad been awake during the night, and 
along about 1 o’clock he hearda cry and the 
rolling ofa wagon. The nolse seemed so 
peciilar that he thought something was 
wrong and mentioned it to the doctor, No 
one else in the neighberhood and there 
is not a house within 150 feet 
of the spot, had heard any 
unusual noises. The only evidence of the 
murder is the blood, There ls enough blood 
for several tragedies, A trail at least a foot 
wide stretches diagonally across the gran!- 
toid pavement. Clotted pools line 
the gutter and down the 
lot from which the body 
was evidently dragged, the blood can be 
traced for twenty feet through the dead 
leaves. 

The discovery ofthe crime was made by 
Officer Craig after 12:30 o’clock last night or 
rather this morning. He found the 
tracks of a wagon wheel leading away 
from the spots. The wagon had started east 
and then turned west, going as far as Taylor 
avenue and then turning north about 
fitty feet to Richmond place. 
corner f Taylor avenue Officer 
this morning founda blood, 
road disarranged as if the boay had 
fallen from the vehicle as a scuffle ensued, 
The blood stains and the wagon tracks were 
traced for 100 teet west on Richmond place. 

The hat found by Officer Craig wasa black 
derby so much worn as almost to look 
like a slouch, It was covered with spume 
and diood. Ontopof the crown near the 
rear was a clear cut, evidently made by a 
knife blade, and half an inch from it a jag- 
ged hole. Inside the crown was lined with 
clotted biood and a few brown hairs.

A. Orr Shoe Co. was 
understood to be the result of a general com- 
bination to fight the law and the case was to 
be made a test. 

All the evidence there was to produce was 
presented a month orsoago and the ques- 
tion submitted to Judge Klein. He has had 
it under advisement ever since and has made 
a very complete and searching study 
of all the law points in the case. His 
opinion was handed down this morning 
and covers about sixty pages of closely writ- 
ten manuscript. He denies the injunction 
by the Orr Shoe Oo. and leaves matters as 
they Were before, except tnat his decision 
practically establishes the right of the Board 
to make the assessment and the Collector to 
céllect it. The case will, in all probability, 
be appealed and taken to the Supreme Court 
for final settlement.

The water 
descends at first ln a score of veli-like steam- 
ers, Gazzling white against ebon Diack. 
From the vast and terribly thunderous abyss 
where these leap and rebound 
with frantic fury one mighty 
fall descends. From the second great 
whirlpool the entire volume is discharged, 
something ike the Niagara rapids, though 
in steeper cascades, into the Ringedalsvand 
still 1,000 feet below the bottom of the great 
fall.

Wherever 
travelers may go, upon busy or unfre- 
quented highways, or even along lone moun- 
tain paths, they are everywhere for the 
picking; and if one is too lazy to help him- 
self to nature’s largess, blue-eyed, flaxen- 
haired children are everywhere at hand with 
tempting baskets, which are yours for the 
most trifling return in coin you are wiiling to 
bestow. Indeed so unlversal is this custom

The tiny Norwegian graveyards, besides 
the mountain churches will have a pecullar 
interest to every traveler in out-of-the-way 
districts. ‘They have a certain primness, 
desolation and yet wild and uncouth seeming 
of nature’s kindly prodigality of every living 
thing in green about them that givethem a 
strange and impressive character. The 
churches themselves are curious little boxes 
and possessa peculiar air of austerity and 
solemnity, as if built with the sole purpose of 
contrasting the infantile effort of a man 
with the majestic evidences ofthe Creator’s 


times as high, and the waters of several have 
a perpendicular descent of twenty times the 
fall of those of our American thunder of 
water!’’ I have no doubt that there are still 
in unexplored districts of this wondrous 
Northland far more Majestic waterfalls from 
giacier-meiting heights than have yet met 
the tourist’s wondering Or impassive gaze; 
forthe whole face of Norway is simply an 
ice-mountain rent and torn into almost 
measureless fissures and gorges between 
which creep arms of the sea, and into which 
everlastingly descend torrents and waterfalls 
from the meiting ice plateaus and mountains 
above. 

The Lougen and Glommen rivers, the 
largest two in Norway,discharge their united 
waters in the Sarpen-fos, a more noble wa- 
terfall than that of Schaffhausen on the 
Rhine. Inthe upper Telemarken district is 
the Riukan-fos, literally the reeking or 
steaming waterfall, which drops straight 
from its source over 800 feet into a gulf or 
wall-surrounded cauldron, so clogged with 
fleece-like folds of vapor that its bottom can- 
not be seen. In sailing ehong the fords you 
can count hundreds of falls from 1,500 to 2,000 
feet high; so high that the water is often 
pounded by the resistance of the air 
into spray, from spray into mist, and 
this into such ghostly wreaths of 
vapor that they disappear into nothingness

From an easily accessible great elevation 
behind Molde one Can gaze not only upon 
human habitations beneath, the sea sweep- 
ing in through the tremendous walls of the 
nord, curious and quatnt craft which ply 
along the coast, hundreds of picturesque 
islands, but a vast amphitheater or 
mountains rising tier upon tler, until 
lostin glittering helghts which blend with 
the sky and clouds. Among these weird, far 
heights arethe fantastic Komsdalhorn, the 
Matterhorn of Norway; Snewhatten with its 
white and dazzling helmet; the weird and 
mighty horn of Perpuatind; the serrated 
glittering — ofthe Langfjeld; and those 
mighty still unknown and untracked heights 
at the head of that waterway of black 
shadows, the lone and somber Sor Flord. A 
no more bewlldering array of Alpine peaks 
can be found in Switzerland; While all swiss 
scenery lacks the wondrous magie of the sea. 

From the inn at Sundvolden one may as- 
cond on foot the huge mountain which gives 
access to King’s View.
